Smith turned to the 
muzzle of a revolver and the next min- 
ute he was bound and gagged while 
One of the pair went through the sta- 
tion safe, securing about $3,000 in pa- 
per money. They made a clean get- 
away and it was fofty minutes before 
a station watchman found Smith. 

The hold-up occurred at 8:05 o’clock 
when there was a. lull between trains. 
Smith was checking up his .receipts 
when,the two came into the office 
through a side door, a common occur- 
rence outside of rush. hours. The pistol 
was pulled while Smith’s back was 
turned. He was bound to a railing. 
Two sacks containing about $300 in 
silver were left by the robbers. 

Smith described one of the men as 
being about 30 years old, short, weigh- 
ing about 175 pounds. He wore a soft 
hat with roll collar. The other he 
says was apparently about 23 years old 
and was taller than his companion. 
There is absolutely no clue to the men’s 
whereabouts, as no one about the sta- 
_@ion watched them leave.

Stream fo Be Made Navigable 
om Rome to Gulf 


H. Horne and Associates Plan 
to Develop 500,000-Horse 
Power From River Which 
They Claim Is Second Only 
to Niagara Falls.

Horne, of Macon 
New York city, and associates 
secured control of water power sites 
along the Coosa, Tallapoosa ang Ten- 
nessee rivers. They intend to make 
the Coosa navigable to the gulf, and 
Horne stated tonight that there would 
be a total expenditure of $150,000,000. 
The work will start within the -next 
thirty days, Birmingham being the 
headquarters of the company. Mr. 
Horne would not divulge the names 
of the intereste# parties tonight, but 
said that they would be known by 
February 5. : 

Mr. Horne estimated that there are 
300,000 horse-power in tne Coosa river 
without storage, and, with the water 
stored in north Georgia, a total ca- 
pacity of 500,000 horse-power can be 
The plans of the company 
are to harness this power and send 
it all over the state, besides making 
the river navigable from above Rome 
to the gulf. Mr. Horne gave quite an 
outiine of the mineral and forest 
weaith of the state along the banks 
of the Coosa, and estimated that it 
would take 600 barges every day to 
carry the raw material to the gull. 

“We do not ask the citizens of the 
state for a penny toward financing 
the deal,” said Mr. Horne. “All that 
we want is the good feeling of the 
people of the state.’ 

Mr. Horne told how the matter of 
Alabama water power hag first been 
called to his attention by W. H. Tay- 
lor, of Montgomery. Capt. W. P. Lay, 
of Gadsden, had made personal] in- 
vestigation of the power § sites before 
this and controiled severa! sites along 
the Coosa. Mr. Horne and his asso- 
ciates secured the other available 
sites as once. 

“The only thing that has retarded 
the progress of the movemeng,”” said 
Mr. Horne, “is that the govérnment 
officials are so slow to recognize and 
realize what the possibilities of the 
river are along power lines. 
is second to none in 
United States with the exception 
of Niagara Fails, which is the largest 
water power in the world.”

HIN AND WOMAN 
PUT TO TORTURE 


Aged New Yorker and Wit ke 


Shockingly Motilated, 


Believed Dismemberment of 
Victims Was Begun While 
They Were Alive— Police 
Believe Futtermans Were 
Victims of Religious Maniac. 


New York, January 7.—A case of dou- 
ble murder found in an east side house 
today is one of the most shocking in 
details of any since the Guldensuppe 
dismemberment, and the “Jack the Rip- 
per” series of crimes. Isaac Futter- 
man, 86 years old, and his wife, Rachel, 
72 years old, were found dead in their 
rooms, their bodies terribly mutilated. 

The police believe the aged couple 
was practically tortured to death, and 
in the absence of any well-established 
motive for such a crime, think the 
Futtermans were the victims of a re- 
ligious maniac. 

Victim Had Small Fortune. 

Futterman was a retired manufac- 
turer, who had accumylated a small 
fortune, but always had refused to 
leave the east side neighborhood, where 
he settled when he came from Russia 
many vears ago. He was a Zealous 
church worker and aided in founding 
the synagogue in his district, which 
he and his wife attended. " 

They lived alone. Their three chil- 
dren dwell in other parts of the city.

intendent of a brass factory, discov- 
ered the bodies on his weekly visit to 
his parents. 

The father’s body lay on a sofa and 
the mother’s on a bed. Each was only 
partially dressed.

Mutilated While Alive. 

The nature of the mutilation led the 
police to believe that it had been be- 
gun while the Futtermans were alive, 
and that death had actually been, 
caused by blows over the head, which 
fractured both skulls. The bodies bore 
finger prints which police experts took 
photographs of. A small neck bag in 
which Mrs. Futterman js said to have 
carried money and jewélry which Mr. 
Futterman is said to have worn, could 
not be found. The police, however, 
scout robbery as the motive for the 
crime. 

Aaron Futterman said he did not 
know that his father had an enemy, 
and that his father Kept practically all 
his .money in a bank. 

The. police believe that the murder 
occurred several days ago, as decom- 
position had set in. Neighbors do not 
remember having seen the aged couple 
since January 3 

Etka Futterman, a daughter of the 
murdered couple, became hysterical 
when told tonight of the discovery of 
the bedies. She said she lived at a 
certain address at which detectives 
declare tonight they found a _  shirt- 
waist and other garments stained with 
blood.

Republicans as Excited as the 
Democrats—Leading Demo- 
crats Are Gathered in Wash- 
ington to Attend the Meet- 
ing of the National Commit- 
tee Today.

The meeting between the three-time 
presidential candidate of the democratic 
party and the progressive republican 
who is seeking to wrest the republi- 
can nomination from President Taft 
was said to be accidental. 

No sooner was it known that the 
progressive leaders of the two parties 
had come together than tongues began 
to wag and third party talk flew thick 
and fast about the hotel corridors. It 
was not wholly confined to members of 
the democratic national committee who 
were gathering for the meeting tomor- 
row. Republicans, too, showed a lively 
interest, 

Several Perplextng Questions. 

All day the democratic committeemen 
had been seeking methods of dealing 
with the several perplexing questions 
scheduled to come up at tomorrow's 
meeting, but nearly every possible so- 
lution advanced Seemed to depend upon 
the probable attitude of the Nebraska 
leader.

Kansas City, January 7.—The records 
for cold weather over Missouri, Kansas 
and Oklahoma for several years were 
broken today, six to twenty-two de- 
grees below being reported. 

Train service has been demoralized, 
and tonight it is only partly relieved. 

Vernon, Kans., reports the lowest 
temperature in this’ section, with 
22 below. Fulton, Mo., reports. the 
coldest day in thirteen years. 

At Burlington, Kans., the firemen 
fought a fire which destroyed the larg- 
est department store of the town, with 
the mercury at 14 below. 

Northern OkKlahoma towns report 
temperatures ranging around 6 below. 
Much damage and discomfort « has 
arisen from the freezing of the water 
mains and pipes at some places, the 
continued cold being unusual for that 
section. 

The shortage of gas here, and in 
other places dependent upon the nat- 
ural product for heat, was more ap- 
parent than at any time this winter. 

Bitter at Chicago. 

Chicago, January 7%.—All local cold 
wave records since January 1883 were 
broken today when the thermometereg 
in the federal observatory registered 
16 degrees below zero, after three con- 
tinuous days of below Zero weather, 
Although there was a rise of 15 de- 
grees during the day, it is possible 
that the 1883 record will be broken 
before tomorrow, as the téinperature 
continued 1 degree under the zero mark 
tonight. 

16 Degrees Below. 

Indianapolis, Ind., January 7.—Cold 
weather records for seven years were 
broken today, when the government 
thermometer registered 16 degrees be- 
low zero at 56 o'clock this morning, 
This was the coldest day since Feb- 
ruary 13, 1905. 

Below Zero in Nashville. 

Nashville, Tenn., January 7.—Nash- 
ville had the coldest weather today 
since 1899.

Report of the Aldrich Com— 
mission Submitted Today 


National Reserve Association, 
Which Is to Be Co-operative 
Union of All the Banks, Fea-e 
ture of the Plan—Few Basic 
Changes in Original Plan. 


—————aooo ~~ 
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Washington, January 7.—The mone- 
tary commission's long awaited report, 
detailing a plan to reform the currency 
system, will be laid before congress to- 
morrow. It proposes a perfection of 
Chairman Aldrich’s original*plan for a 
national reserve association, which is 
to be a co-operative union of all. the 
banks—in effect an evolution of the 
clearing house idea, extended to in- 
clude a cential organization. The Tre- 
port includes a bill to make effective 
the plan as it now stands, and to re- 
peal all national banking laws which 
world conflict with its operation. 

Few basic changes have been made in 
the improved plan which Mr. Aldrich 
submitted to the commission several 
weeks ago. It is proposed to incorporate 
the national reserve association with 
a capital equal to twenty per cent of 
all the banks which become members. 
Before the association can begin busi- 
ness, $100,000 in cash capital must be 
paid in. All national banks may become 
members, as may all state banks and 
trust companies which conform to cer- 
tain standards of reserves and capital- 
izaticn. ® 

> 
Powers of Reserve Association. 

The reserve association would be- 
come the fiscal agent of the govern- 
ment, hold deposits of the government, 
take over for cash all the present out- 
standing interest-bearing public debt, 
issue circulating notes, establish a 
uniform rate of discount, hold the cash 
reserves of subscribing banks, with 
prevision for their use for only specific 
purposes, rediscount commercial bills 
for the banks and perform all the 
functions of a great national financial 
institution. 

The United States is to be divided in- 
tu fifteen financial districts. Each of 
these is to have a branch association, 
which compose the central organiza- 
tion. The district branches will be 
composed of local associations of banks. 


The local associations elect their rep- 
resentatives in the district branches 
| ana ‘the latter elect representation in 
| ime central organization. 
| .By an elaborate method of electing 
directors in the district branches and 
in the central organization the com- 
mission believes it has made impossible 
the so-called “Wall street control” as 
well’ as control by any set of indi- 
viduals or combination of banks. No 
one district can elect more than three 
of the thirty-nine directors on the 
main board. 
How Distriets Are to Fare. 

Under that plan New York with 29 
per cent of the banking resources of 
the country would have eight per cent 
of the representation on the board; 
New England with twelve per cent of 
the resources would have eight per 
cent; the eastern states with 41 per 
cent of the resources would have fifteen 
per cent; the middle west with 24 per 
cent of the resources would have 31 
per cent; the southern states with 11 
per cent of the resources would have 
23 per cent; and the Pacific states 
with 12 per eent of the résources would 
have 23 per cent of the representation. 

The New England, western and 
middle west states, taken together with 
77 per cent of the resources, could 
elect only 21 of the 46 directors in 
the national reserve association 
the southern and the 
with 23 per cent of the resources 
might have 46 per cent of the repre- 
sentation. The percentages of repre- 
sentation have been based on the the- 
ory that the New England, western 
and middle western states by reason of 
the preponderance of capital would be 
entitled to elect a maximum of these 
directors for each district. In order 
to effect @ combination to secure a 
majority of the directors, a combina- 
tion of 8 districts would be necessary. 
No combination could be made which 
did not include more than 80 per cent 
of the banking power of the country. 

No Lecal Dominatien. 


“We think this statement,” Says the 
report, “must of itself show conclu- 
Sively that there can be n6 loca! domi- 
nation—no domination of selfish inter- 
ests in this organization and that fear 
of possible Wall street control can 
have no substantial foundation. 

The commission has been impressed 
with the necessity of inserting provi- 
sions that would prevent beyond ques- 
tion the possibility of its control by 
any corporation or combination of cor- 
porations, banks or otherwise, by any 
individual or combination of individuals 
for selfish or snister purposes. 

No provision of the bill to recon- 
struct our monetary system is of more 
Vital importance than this. Today the 
financial interests of the whole country 
depend in times of trouble upon what 
is popularly Known as ‘Wall street.’ 
Those who express fears of the future 
domination of Wall street seem to 
lose Sight of the fact that the dominm- 
tion of New York is an accomplished 
fact; that we .are now staking the 
Safety of all our banking resources on 
the patriotic character and_ business 
ability of bank managers in New York 
whose hands are tied in emergencies 
by the restrictions of a defective sys- 
tem and unwise legislation. : 

“The responsibilities of continuing 
this contro) are too enormous, the risks 
and failure are too great for this con- 
dition to be tolerated long. In our 
judgment the only effective remedy 
will be found in the national organiza- 
tion suggested and the reserve cities. 
the reserve agents of the country 
banks and individual banks generalbhy 
depend upon the banks of New York. 

“This dangerous condition of de- 
pendence will continue until we have 
a thorough reorganization of our bank- 
ing system. Every financial institution 
in the United States is in peril when- 
ever confidence is destroyed in the 
strength of the New York banks or in 
the wisdom of their management. 


Fatal Objection to Other Plans. 


Suggestions have been made favoring 
a banking “scheme based on separate 
state or district organizations, each 
with independent functions, partaking 
somewhat of the character of existing 
clearing houses or of the branches 
which we propose to create in the bill. 

“The fatal objection,” in the opinion 
of the commission, “to any plan of that 
kind is found in the lack of affiliation 
or means to insure co-operation be 
tween these different local organiza- 
tions in the public interest. 

“There can be no satisfactory reform 
of ovr monetary system, no remedy for 
existing defects, which does not place 
upon the banks of the entire country, 
acting together through some respon- 
sible agency, the serious duty of pro- 
tecting public and private rights and 
interests at times when they are im-

At 
rocn tofgy, on her reguiar schedule, 
she would have been 360 miles from 
this port, to the southeast. 

The revenue cutter Onondaga was 
reported by the South Carolina to be 
in the immediate vicinity of the 
Terry, 

Ships Hurry to Aid. 

Washington, January 7.—When the 
navy department learned that the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Terry was in dis- 
tress, the powerful wireless station 
here flashed out orders for all United 
States war ‘vessels to steam at once to 
the little craft’s assistance. Special 
instructions were given to the com- 
mander of the transport Prairie at Nor- 
folk, Va., to sail at once in the search 
and a wireless message was sent out 
intercepting the crippled scout cruiser 
Salem, which was turned back in the 
quest. 

The Terry carries a crew of three of- 
ficers and eighty-three men. Lieutenant 
John .Cc. Freemont is in command. 

Several vessels of the Atlantic fleet 
er route from Norfolk to Guantanamo, 
suffered severely in the northwest gale 
which raged off the middle Atlantic 
ceast yesterday. The Salem was badly 
damaged and was returning, under 
convoy, to the Norfolk navy yard for 
repairs.

Massachusetts has laid a new tunnel under the fortress of the, 
loan shark by passing a law, which has been upheld by the United 
States supreme court, providing that no man may assign his wages 
without the assent of his wife. 

: Hailing this legislation as a “death-blow” to this species of 
“frenzied financiers,” The Chicago Tribune recommends the en- 
actment of a similar law in Illinois, and says: 

The bloodsucking usurer is a shocking anachronism in this century. There 
is no shadow of excuse for these vampires who prey upon the weak, the Sick, 
the ignorant, waiting to fatten themselves when accident or mistake trips | 
for an instant thosé who are traveling close to the edge of misfortune. 

The loan shark must go, and Massachusetts has forged one of the best 
of weapons against him. Illinois must borrow it. 

We are not quite as sure as our contemporary that the Massa- 
chusetts law is a final quietus to this evil. As long as wives can 
be fooled by husbands, or as long as they give in to the pleas | 
of prodigal spouses, salaries will be assigned as before and the loan | 
shark will fatten. The Bay State law will materially help in solv- 
ing the problem, but it is hardly likely to prove a specific. 

More direct is the Atlanta plan, adopted by Baltimore and al- 
|ready in vogue in many large cities—Chicago itself, if we are not 


own ground by lending money to deserving applicants at reason- 
able rates of interest. Such a method, aided by the Massachusetts 
idea, will go far toward minimizing the power for mischief of the 
usurer.

| We are, as a matter of fact, and as Beveridge points Out, doing 

twentieth-century business under medieval law, for when congress 
‘enacted the Sherman law it had in mind economic conditions that 
(prevailed in England during, or just shortly after, the muddle 
i ages. 

No corporate business, large or small, knows where it stands. 
At any time it may become the victim of what Beveridge aptly 
terms “inexpert federal interference.” The most conscientious 
American, or set of Americans, cannot launch or continue Or pro- 
mote enterprises without being in grave doubt that they may be, 
in all innocence, violating the law. 

It.is no wonder that, under this regime of uncertainty, indus- 
try falters and is afraid to resume its normal pace. When dom- 
ineering and, in some instances, ignorant and malignant federal 
officials may at any moment descend upon any enterprise, and in- 
flict upon it all the powers of the inquisition, haling it into court 
and harrying its stockholders by proxy—into what crisis has busi- 
ness drifted? 

Congress should afford relief from this- stress, and the channel 
chosen should not be prostituted to the manufacture of partisan 
capital. The issue is of too vast and national. importance to be 
muddied and postponed by vantage-seeking politicians. . Like our 
currency system, our criminal and civil procedure, our method of 
regulating big business indicts us before civilized people. We shall 
never attain the stature to which our resources entitle us until we 
transact twentieth-century business under twentieth-century condi- 
tions and requirements.

Georgia has followed the example of the modern American 
commonwealth in organizing her automobile Owners, under the 
style of the “Automobile Club of Georgia.” Permanent organiza- 
tion was effected a few days ago, with George W. Hanson as presi- 
dent. Howard Geidert is made secretary and treasurer, and con- 
stitution and by-laws framed by Walter P. Andrews have been 
adopted. ! 

The purpose, broadly speaking, of the association 1s to foster 
fraternal feeling among automobile owners, to work in conjunction 
for the discouragement of reckless drivers and handling of cars, to 
promote the cause of good roads, and to secure uniform road and 
other legislation. 

There are now in Georgia considerably in excess Of 10,000 cars, 
of all fashions and sizes. They are owned by all classes or citizens, 
from the millionaire to the man of moderate means, and in many 
cases by farmers. Should the association formed recently succeed 
in enlisting the support of even a majority of these owners, their 
combined efforts would be a powerful influence for the highway 
movement, in suppressing criminally reckless driving and in se- 
curing such uniform regulation and legislation as will make for the 
interests of all users of the road.

Editor Constitution: I wish to thank 


you for your editorial “Fulton County 


Beautiful” as it leads the way to a 
step in the right direction. 

I should wish to suggest that the 
county commissioners not only plant 
the trees, but indicate to the owners 
just what kinds of trees are expected 
for any given avenue. Nothing de- 
tracts more from a pleasing skyline 
than a promiscuous collection of dif- 
ferent trees in one street or avenue, 
It is far more desirable that only one 
Kind or anyway not over two kinds 
be set out there. While this restric- 
tion might be considered by some as 
an encroachment on their. individual 
preferences and rights, the ultimate re- 
sult will show its wisdom. Besides, as 
trees can be bought in larger quanti- 
ties and in one consignment quite a 
saving would result from such an ar- 
rangement to the owners. 

Not only should the county officials 
attend to the setting out of the trees 
in proper manner, but they should 
retain the right to care for them after- 
wards—such care to include pruning, 
watering, feeding, ete. The cost per 
tree would be a small one and one tree 
warden could attend to a good many 
trees. 

Something else: Instead of lining our 
avenues with water oaks, elms, syca- 
mores and other shade trees, why not 
plant fruit producing trees instead, 
such as walnuts, pecans, even apples 
and pears, where the ground conditions 
are favorable? The loss from vandalism 
will be found more imaginary than 
actual and the owners and county 
will not oniy have helped to beautify 
the landscape but at the same time 
add quite a neat revenue to their in- 
comes. This is done successfully 
abroad and there is not the least ques- 
tion that we can imitate this good 
example.

The validity of several federal laws 
may be determined. Foremost among 
these is the Employers’ Liability law, 
which has been under consideration 
by the court since last February. A 
second decision may be rendered re- 
garding the validity of the “Carmack 
amendment’ to the Interstate Com- 
merce laws, whereby initial carriers 
were made liable for damages or loss 
of goods whether occurring on their 
lines or these of connecting carriers. 

The fate of a score or more of state 
laws may be decided. Of these, the 
constitutionality of the Oregon initia- 


,tive and referendum system has at- 
|tracted the most attention, because 
‘the ruling of the court will be applica- 
ble to laws in nearly half the states 


of the Union. 

Foreign corporation laws of Kansas, 
New York, and Texas may be passed 
upon. Other laws under consideration 
are the “Hours of Service Law” for 
railroad employes in the state of 
Washington; the Missouri anti-trust 
law; the North Dakota drainage law; 
the Kansas “Black Powder” law, the 
New York transfer tax law; the Mon- 
tana law taxing hand laundries; the 
North Carolina law regulating the re- 
ceipt of goods by railroads; and tne 
Arkansas law, requiring railroads to 
pay within 30 days claims for live 
stock killed by trains. 

Several general questions of law 
may be decided, such as the validity 
of the transfer of allotted lands by 
thousands of Oklahoma Indians, and 
the liability of insurance companies 
for policies on the lives of men ex- 
ecuted for murder: The latter point 
arose in the case of Samuel J. 3 
Cue, mayor of Charlottesville, Va., who 
was executed in 1905 for the murder

Lewis, county agent of the farm dem- 
onstration work, in his report for 1911, 
gives the following interesting facts 
and figures: The lowest yield of corn, 
with 55 farmers engaged, was — 20 
bushels per acre and the highest 79% 
bushels. These 55 farmers planted a 
total of 349 acres in corn which 
vielded 17,363 bushels. There were 44 
farmers engaged in cotton culture and 
the highest yield per acre was 4,250 
pounds seed cotton, the lowest 1,000 
pounds. These 44 farmers planted 308 


acres in cutton, whicn vielded 569,800 
pounds, making an average of 1,859 
pounds per acre. 


WILL BE DECIDED 


AMERICAN “MALMAISON” 
MANSION WITH A HISTORY 


Greenwood, Miss., January 7.—-(Spe- 
cial.)—Probably few of the Ameri@in 
tourists who visit Malmaison, the 
chateau near Parfs in which the Em- 
press Josephine made her home and 
which is so intimately associated with 
the story of her romantic career, are 
aware that a handsome southern man- 
sion bears the same name. 

The American Malmaison is located 
about 10 miles east of Greenwood, 
Miss, on the line of the Southern rai)- 
Way in Mississippi. It is a fine exam- 
ple of modified Colonial architecture 
Standing on one of the hills bordering 
cn the famous Yazoo Delta, where, 
from an observatory on the roof, a 
View of the surrounding country for 
many miles is commarded. In the 
ample grounds about the house ara 
the offices, storehouses, detached kit- 
chen and other buildings which are 
alwavs associated with the typical 


southern plantatiog home. The man- 
£10n iS palatial in Descent: with porticos 
and balconies in front and on’ the 
sides. Most of the furniture was made 
in Paris of solid mahogany and many 
pieces are exquisitely carved. and 
cverlaid with, gold leaf. Mirrors in 
Bilded frames are on three sides of 
the parlor, and the most striking piece 
of furniture in the room is a center- 
table of ebony, inlaid with turtoise 
shell, gold and mother of pearl. The 
mantel is of black marble and on it 
are an ebony. clock, decorated with 
gold leaf, and two handsome cande- 
labrae. The parlor curtains are of red 
Silk brocaded damask. 

Malmaison was built about 1840 by 
Col, Greenwoog LeFlore, the last chief- 
tain of the Choctaw Nation east of 
the Mississippi river. 

Louis LeFlore, the father of Green- 
wood LeF lore, was a native of France 
who located in Mobile, Ala., and en- 
gaged in trade with. the Indians in 
1792. He married Rebecca Cravat, a 
beautiful Indian girl, and their son, 
Greenwood, was born on June 2. 1800. 
Louis LeFlore served with distinction 
in the war of 1812, and subsequently 
kept an inn for the entertainment of 
Stage passengers on the old Natchez 
“Trace.” Here Major John Donly, of 
Nashville, who had a government con- 
tract for carrying the mail from Nash- 
ville to Natchez, became interesteq in 
the bright and intelligent half-breed 
boy and took him to his home in 
Nashville, where he kept him in school 
for six years,

the two young people. Greenwood Le- 
Flore, in keeping with the high sense 
of honor that governed him through 
life, told Major Donly of his love for 
Rosa and asked permission to marry 
her. The major and Mrs. Donly ob- 
jected on account of the youthfulness 
of both parties. Some time afterwards 
the voung man asked Major Donly 
what he would do if he were in love 
and the lady’s parents objected to his 
marrying her. Without suspecting the 
design of the question, the major said:

home of a neighbor where they were 
married. They were soon forgiven. 

Not long after his marriage, Green- 
wood LeFlore returned to Mississippi, 
where, in 1822, though but 22 years 
of age, he was elected chief of the 
Choctaw nation. The jitle of colonel 
was conferred upon him and he was 
given a sword and medal which Thomas 
Jefferson had bestowed upon a former 
chief. The sword was a beautiful blue 
steel blade with gold mounted handle. 
The medal was of silver, about four 
inches in diameter and was symbolic 
of the peace and good will which ex- 
isted between the United States and 
the Choctaw nation. 

Greenwood LeFlore’s influence over 
the Indians was good ands spread 
throughout the entire nation. He was 
a recognized advocate of education for 
the Indians, and under his leadership 
the council enacted laws four the sup- 
port of teachers, put down witchery 
and sorcery, and secured to every hom- 
icide a fair trial despite the unwritten 
Indian law of blood for blood and lise 
for life. He prohibited the sale of in- 
toxicants and encouraged _ religious 
civil marriages, permanent residence, 
Cultivation of the soil, and the Chris- 
tian religion. 

He was always the unflinching cham- 
Pion of his people. At one time, be- 
ing satisfied that the agent of the 
United States was making unjust de- 
mands on his people and dealing dis- 
honestly with them, he appealed ta 
President Jackson for the agent’s re- 
moval. The president declined to in- 
terfere. LeFlorg immediately started 
in his carriage on the long overland 
journey to Washington, secured an au- 
dience with the president and stated 
his case. Jackson was exasperated bv 
his insistence on the removal] of the 
agent and curtly refused to have any- 
thing to do with the matter. “I demand 
justice,” said the chieftain, stepping 
up to the president. Old Hickory rec- 
ognized that he was face to face with 
aman whose grim determination waa 
equal to his own and taking LeFlore 
by the hand, he said, “Greenwood, wa 
have been friends too long to fall out 
now. Justice shall be done.” 

Greenwood LeF lore was an extensive 
and successful planter, owning 15,000 
acres of some of the finest land in Mis- 
sissippi. His 400 slaves were well fed, | 
clothed, humanely treated, and cared 
for like children. His principal ecrop 
was cotton. 

It is fortunate that a place of such 
historic interest as Malmaison should 
Le preserved in the family of its build- 
er. Its present owner is Mr. W. L. Ray, 
whose wife is a granddaughter of Col- 
onel Greenwood LeF lore.

of Secretary Fisher 


He Also Favors a Liberal Leas- 
ing Law for Development of 
Coal Lands of Alaska, and 
Urges That Congress Enact 
Immediate Legislation.

application of the leasing principle as 
applied to the public domain, especial- 
ly a liberal leasing law for the de- 
velopment of the mineral resources of 
Alaska, particularly its coal lands, and 
immediaté . consideration by congress 
of the whole subject of water-power 
development and control, are the most 
important recommendations contained 
in the annual report of Secretary of 
the Interior Fisher, made public to- 
day, 

A general overhauling of conditions 
in Alaska is needed, the secretary 
says. He favors a law for the retire- 
ment of government employees, placing 
it on the ground of good business 
pclicy. We urges the creation of a bu- 
reau of national parks, each of them 
at present being ‘“‘a separate and dis- 
tinct unit for administrative purposes.” 
There is also serious need, he declares, 
for the enlargement of the work of the 
bureau of mines. 

“The great public movement for the 
conservation of - our national re- 
sources,’ says Secretary Fisher, “is 
not in any way opposed to prompt and 
wise development of the public domain. 
The essential thing is to see that un- 
der the guise of settlement, we do not 
permit more expteitation, which in the 
last analysis retards both settlement 
and development.” 

He recomirends, therefore, certain 
modifications of existing laws relating 
to the public domain so as to permit 
its proper development. 

Many of the restrictive provisions 
which now ffritate and hamper the 
bona fide settler and industrial pioneer 
should be removed, he says. 

“The man on the ground should be 
the object of our solicitude, and we 
should protect him against those who 
would place upon his. shoulders any 
unnec2ssary burden.” 

Agricultural Settlers. 

In regard to agricultural land set- 
tlers, Secretary Fisher holds that the 
law should insist absolutely upon 
cultivation, but “should permit the re- 
laxation of the rule requiring residence 
during the first two years,” in some 
caseg On account of cénditions, there 
being “ho reason whatever for insist- 
ing upon the requffement of actual 
residence at the outset.” 

Some modification of the law in re- 
gard to payment of reclamation 
Charges is recomffended and a change 
in the law is proposed to permit the 
Settler at any time after five years 


from the date of entry and after he 
has lived for three years upon his 
land, to acquire title to the property. 

“No land fhould be open to home- 
stead entry,” he declares, ‘“‘except that 
which is really suitable for homes, and

“The timber and stone act should 
be immediately repealed, and also the 
act authorizing tne cutting of timber 
On mineral lands. Théy hold out a 
constant invitation to ‘abuse and to 
mere exploitation. 

“The public range cannot be prop- 
erly administered under the existing 
law. It should be leased for grazing 
Purposes under the broad administra- 
tive discretion of the secretary of the 
interior, so that the leases can be adapt- 
ed to actual conditions and the legiti- 
mate interests of the sheep and cattle 
men, At jresent the range itself is 
being destroyed and both sheep and 
cattle men are coming to the convic- 
tion that their own interests wil] be 
better subserved by a leasing law. 

“In fact, the enlarged application of 
the leasing principle to the public do- 
main generally will, in my judgment, 
more effectively promote development 
and protect the public interest than 
the present system. Certainly coal, oil, 
gas, asphalt, nitrate, and phosphate 
lands can be more appropriately de- 
veloped by leasehold than by the pres- 
ent system of classification and sale 
of the fee whichi prevails with respect 
to coal.” 


Leasing in Alaska. 


In respect to such leasing in Alaska, 
the secretary recommends ‘the pas- 
sage of a liberal but carefully guarded 
leasing law for the development of its 
mineral resources, and especially of its 
coal lands. Alaska’s, greatest re- 
sources are her minerals and in the 
development of these the precious me- 
tals still hold the predominant place. 
Careful consideration of the provisions 
of an appropriate leasing law for the 
coal lands of Alaska in being contin- 
ued through the director of the bureau 
of mines, with a view to suggesting 
such changes in our substitute for bills 
on this subject which are now pend- 
ing in congress, as may be desirable.” 

The proper administration and de- 
velopment of Alaska cannot be acecom- 
plished under existing laws, the secre- 
tary declares; wherefore, he urges also 
the construction by the government of 
a central trunk-line’ railroad from 
tidewater to the Tanana and Yukon; 
the reservation ef a sufficient amount 
of the coal lands to provide for the 
future needs of the navy, this coal to 
be mined by the government: more 
appropriations ‘for roads and 
trails; and the adoption of a form of 
territorial government, a commission 
form being suggested, better adapted 
to its remote situation and peculiar lo- 
cal conditions. 


Water Power Development. 


“The whole subject of water-power 
development and control should, in my 
judgment, receive the immediate con- 
sideration of congress,” says the sec- 
retary, “and constructive legislation 
should be adopted without further de- 
lay. I believe the federal government 
has adequate constitutional power to 
control water power development 
both in navigable streams 
upon the public domain 
exact compensation and 
pose proper conditions in either case. 
It is apparent that the federal gov- 
ernment can act more. effectively 
than the states in many cases. No 
correct or permanent solution of the 
water-power question can be reached 
until the interests of the state and of 
the nation have been reconciled. The 
federal government should not part 
with any of its constitutional powers. 
Their exercise is certain in the future 
the protection 
of the public interest.” | 

It is unsound both in principle and 
in practice, he says, that permits for 
the development of water-power ‘are 
revocable at any time at the will of 
the administrative officials. 

He concurred in the recommendation 
of a specially appointed board which 
suggested the appointment of an In- 
ternational Colorado River Commission, 
to be composed of American and Mex!l- 
can engineers, to work out the treat- 
ment of that problem.

ADVANCEFAVORED 


IN POSTAGE RATES 


Britt Wants Increase of One 


Cent Pound on Newspapers 
and Periodicals. 


Washington, January 7.—Adequate 
postage rates are discussed at length 
in the annual report of Third ASsistant 
Postmaster General James J. Britt, 
made public today. Mr. Britt recom- 
mends a flat increase of 1 cent a pound 
for newspapers and periodicals, in 
connection with his consideration of 
second-class rates. 

He also recommends that postage 
stamps be issued to United States gen- 
ators, representatives and executive 
officials of the government, instead of 
permitting the use of the congressional 
frank and penalty envelope, as at pres- 
ent. 

The report shows that at the close 
of the last fiscal year 27,864 newspa- 


pers and magazines were admitted to 


second-class mail privileges. 

It is pointed out that good feeling 
and co-operation now exists between 
the department and publishers, due to 
the remeval of many burdensome re- 
quirements the effect of being to re- 
lieve the department of unnecessary 
werk and the publishers of much an- 
ne} ance,. 

Postage stamps to the number of 
12,775,000,000 were sold last year, the 
receipts amounting to §$226,469,000. 
Under a new contract, the prices of 
stumped envelopes were reduced, ef- 
fecting a saving to the public of more 
than $100,000 annually. 

More than 85,000,000 money orders, 
aggregating $687,715,644, were issued 
and paid during the year, at a loss of 
less than $2,000 through errors. Recom- 
mendation is made .that authority be 
given to the postmaster general to 
fix fees for the issuance of domestic 
money orders, no fee to be less than 5 
cents nor more than 25 cents, 

The total number of registered pack- 
ages handled was 42,776,459, the fees 
received amounting to $3,864,319. The 
treasury department sent or received 
1,043,440 packages, aggregating in 
value $3,002,215,452. Mr. Britt recom- 
mends the increase of indemnity for 
lost registered articles of the first-class 
to $100-and urges that congress pro- 
vide for the insurance of mail matter 
to its full value, with commensurate 
registry fees. |

Philadelphia, January %,—Mystery 
surrounds the deaths of four persons 
whose bodies, fully clothed, were dis- 
covered today in the second-story back 
room of the boarding house of Mra, 
Bridget Flanagan, 1323 North Twenty- 
fourth street. Mrs. Flanagan, who 
was among the dead, was deserted by 
her husband ten days ago, but was 
said to have been in fairly prosperous 
circumstances.

COUNTRY NEEDS MORE MOTHERS 
ASSERTS REV. LEN BROUGHTON 


For more mothers who are sure 
enough mothers, Dr. Len G. Broughton 
made a strong plea at the Baptist 
Tabernacle last night. in delivering a 
sermon on the “Decline of Religion 
Among Women.” 

“The old time chivalry still lives 
when it comes to passing judgment on 
the faults of our women,” he said. 
“Some of this chivalry is merely senti- 
mental in character, and ofttimes pre- 
ven honest dealing. I believe that 
there comes times when this question 
of the faults of women demand honest 
dealing. 

Decline of Religion. 


“T am speaking to you tonight on 
the decline of religion among women. 
The evidence is par ly the same as that 
found among men, viz.: an indifference 
on the part of our women to the obli- 
gation, opportunittes, and requirements 
of the church. They do this by ab- 
senting themselves from the regular 
services, prayer meeting and ladies 
meeting. 

“Do you know that not 25 per cent 
of the women of our. day attend the 
regular ladies meetings and _ the 
Wednesday night prayer meeting. This 
condition obtains to the largest degree 
among wealthy churches. 

“Women of wealth, education and 
culture no longer as a rule devote their 
time to any sort of church work. We 
used to send our girls to college to 
train them to come back and be better 
leaders in the churches, It is not so 
now. We educate them in order that 
they may entertain beaus, and whirl 
in the dance. 

Sacredness of Motherhood, 


“The second reason for this decline is 
the disregard for the sacredness of 
motherhood. The greatest menace to 
civilization at the present time is the 
universal disregard of the sacredness 
of motherhood. Anything is a menace 
which willingly abrogates the laws of 
God and nature. Anything is a menace 
which willingly sets aside the mar- 
riage relation. Anything is a menace 
which willingly ig 4 aside the sweetest 

of home and heaven.

“Then this writer went on to speak 
of the third class, which was composed 
of the women who stayed at home, 
Ifved In a small circle, and performed 
the duties of a mother. The writer 
further says it is from this class that 
we must look for our coming men and 
women, so he terms the third class 
Paradise Regained, because there are 
children in ft. 

Disregard of*Christian Home. 


“The fourth reason for this decline 
of religion among women is the disre- 
gard of the women for the Christian 
home. In the 15th century we discov- 
ered the printing press. In the 18th 
century we discovered and applied 
steam. In the 19th century we discov- 
ered electricity. In the 20th century 
we made the greatest discovery, V!Z., 
the discovery of the child. 

“Ag much as I value the church, 
Sunday school and public school, still, 
as a training center and as a trainer 
I put the mother first. The psychol- 
ogist of today is studying as never 
before and applying as never before his 
new found principles to the child. The 
mother must find and apply these prin- 
ciples in order to produce in the early 
years a civilized and Christianized 
child. 

“What this country needs {!s more 
mothers who are sure enough mothers; 
will give to her child the best that she 
has, and no woman, unless she be a 
devout Christian woman, is prepared 
to raise g child right.”

Sailors Rescued After Lighting 
the Last Signal and Giving 
Selves Up for Lost. 


Baltimore, Md, January 7.—After 
having lighted their last signal torch 
ee given themselves up for lost, Cap- 
ain C. W. Harrison ang his crew of 
three men were rescued by a passing 
schooner last night off Hooper’s Is- 
land from the disabled schooner Eloise 
from Newbern, N. C., for Baltimore. 


|The four men hag fought the storm 


since Friday night without food and 
at the mercy of the high running seas. 
They were put ashore at Hooper's 
Island. 

The wrecked schooner was picked 
up by the revenue cutter Apache and 
towed into Hooper’s Island inlet to- 
day, and the story of the suffering 
and rescue came to Baltimore by wire- 
less. telegraph from the operator on 
the Apache. 

The Eloise left Newbern nearly two 
weeks ago and encountered heavy 
northwest gales all the way up the 
coast, 

When the vesgel finally beat her 
way into the capes she wag several 
days behind her schedule’ and the 
food supply had run out. 

The first heavy gale in the Chesa- 
peake bay struck the Eloise Thurs- 
day night and her first sail went 
away with the gust. Ali night the 
crew remained on the icy decks and 
when the wind increased Friday morn- 
ing they were compelled to hang to 
supports amd watch the vessel’s buf- 
fetings by the wind ang high seas. 

Late Friday afternoon the windlass 
and steering gear broke, leaving the 
ship to the mercy of the winds. Both 
anchors were dropped but they were 
soon torn away. The main boom 
fouled the yawl boat and Smashed it 
to splinters, leaving the sailors ut- 
terly helpless. 

The schooner was driven by the 
wind out of the path of bay boats 
and tugs, ang her distress signals were 
not seen. Ail Friday night and yes- 
terday Captain Harrison and the 
crew were forced to stay in the after 
cabin of the disabled ship. Nearly 
exhausted from the lack of food and 
warmth, they made their final stand 
last night.

PEACE REPORTS 
ARE PREMATURE 


The War Between Italy and 
Turkey Promises to 
Drag Along. 


Rome, January 7.—All 
suming that peace between Italy and 
Turkey is near, are premature. The of- 


ficial attitude at Rome is that in view 


of the fact that Italy is in the position 
of victor, she cannot ask for peace or in- 
timate negotiations looking for peace. 
But it is pointed out that Italy is ready 
to examine into peace proposals with 
an open mind, if advanced by Turkey, 
on the. basis that Tripolitana and Cy- 
renaica shall be definitely annexed to 
Italy, according to the royal decrée of 
December 12, which will be transferreg 
into a law of the nation at the reopen- 
ing of parliament the end of Janyary. 

Therefore, any discussion of this 
point, say officials, would be super- 
fluous and indeed injurious, to any un- 
derstanding between Italy and Turkey. 

The Turkish government has replied 
to peace suggestions from other powers 
that her chief difficulty consists in re- 
nouncing her*African Arab, provinces 
without arousing feeling among the 
Arabs throughout the empire, especial- 
ly in Asia, where dissatisfaction might 
lead to the end of Ottoman rule. 

Italy desires peace, not so much for 
the purpose of ending the conflict 
withtn Tripolitana but because she 
wishes to avoid complications, which, 
if they resulted now in the dismember- 
ment of Turkey, would mean for Italy 
only the acknowledgement of the pos- 
Session of. Tripolitana, while 
dismemberment occurred later Italy 
might gain a larger portion of the em- 
pire, 

Turkey Will Not Vield, 

London, January 7.—A Statement 
made today by the Turkish foreign 
minister appears finally to dispose of 
the peace rumors. He declares that 
never while he ts minister will peace 
be arranged on the basis of the an- 
rexation of Tripolitana to Italy. 

War news coming from Tripoli con- 
tinues to be of small importance, and 
is confined to trifling reconnaissance 
affairs, 

A Rome report gives an unconfirmed 
report of a massacre of the villagers 
- Gagaresh by the Turks in revenge 
Or their submission to the Italians.

“Let’s All Do Better This Year.” 

The resolve comprized in the above 
caption ig not intended to refer to 
reformation of mora) habits, or charac- 
ter, or religious and social and do- 
mestic duties. But, nevertheless, every- 
one whose conscience has been awak- 
ened on any or all of the above sub- 
jects is at Hberty to “govern himself 
accordingly,” and make as many good 
resolutions as he pleases. I am think- 
ing of the habits and practices of the 
farmer, as such. 
look back over the past, note suc- 
cesses and failures, particularly such 
failures and mistakes as were attend- 
ed with most serious or costly results. 
Old Patrick Henry is credited with a 
most eloquent and.patriotic speech (I 
used to “speak’’ part of it, on Friday 
afternoons, in school-boy days), in 
which he said, among many other 
things, “I have no lamp by which my 
feet are guided but the lamp of ex- 
perience.’ Surely, the “lamp of ex- 
perience” is a most valuable and safe 
guide to a farmer, and one that is very 
nearly always available, the exceptions 
in the matter of farming being the 
cases of those who propose to venture 
into the business for the first time, 
and, therefore, are without any real 
practical experience. These last must, 
by force of circumstances, rely upon 
other guides than their own experi- 
ence. hey must learn from their 
neighbors and from agricultural jour- 
nals and from books on the subject 
into whose mysteries they desire to 


be initiated. 


But experience is said to be an ex- 
pensive school, and some folks will 
not learn in any other. It i@ true, how- 
ever, that every farmer, it matters 
not whether he be learned .in agri- 
cultural lore, or is only a plodding, 
uninformed man, may get valuable 
practical lessons from experience—les- 
sons, if well considered, may lead him 
to greater results and a higher degree 
of success than he has attained in the 
past. 

Let us see if we may not with profit 
name a few points in past experience: 

1: Farmer Jones was rather short of 
“corn and fodder” by May or June (al- 
though he made a good acreage yield 
the year before); and, having sown no 
full crop of oais in 1910, he ran short 
of stock food, and had to buy corn and 
hay on a credit. 

2. Farmer Jones also planted a big 
crop of cotton last year and got a big 
vield in the aggregate; but he will 
again run short on corn this year, and 
will have no. oats to speak of, because 
he has not sown any yet. His cotton 
opened “all at once,’’ and he couldn't 
get extra hands to pick it, and the fall 
rains were frequent and heavy, so 
most of his crop was so damaged that 
he must take 7 or 8 cents a pound for 
it. But he will have to pay just as 
much for his guano as if he had got- 
ten .15 cents for his cotton—unless he 
contracted to pay for the guano—‘“so 
much cotton for a ton.” 

3. Of course—Farmer Jones had but 
a few long-nosed, flat-sided pigs to 
kill, not one that would weigh on the 
“big side” of the steelyards. Perhaps 
he will not have a single one—so much 
the worse. 

4. This same Farmer Jones had to 
buy two or three mules at $200 to $250 
each, and not much mules at that, in- 
stead of raising two or three. Why 
did he not profit by former experience 
and buy two or three (or even one) 
mares and raise his own mules. It is 
not too late now to buy good heavy 
broodmares instead of mules—in view 
of future wants. 

5. Farmer Jones bought one kind of 
guano last year, and he kindly allowed 
the guano man (factory) to do the mix- 
ing, and thereby get $3 to $5 more per 
ton>*for his 8——-2—2 than it would have 
cost the farmer to buy the ingredients, 
and do his own mixing. 

6. Farmer Jones put the same kind 
of guano on his corn and cotton, and 
even on his cowpeas. He may have se- 
cured good yields of each of these 
crops, but he might have gotten larger 
vields by using the proper fertilizer for 
each, and at less expense. If he applied 
a 10—2—2 on upland corn he was 
throwing away Money on an excess of 
phosphoric acid, when he applied 10 
per cent of phosphoric acid, and only 
2 per cent of nitrogen. The remedy 
would be not to lessen the amount of 
phosphoric acid, but to double the 
amount of nitrogen. If he applied the 
same to cotton (on old upland) he was 
guilty of the same, for he ought to 
have had at least one-half more each 
of both nitrogen and potash. If he ap- 
plied the same guano to cowpeas he 
probably simply threw away the value 
of the 2 per cent of nitrogen which 
would be not less than $6 in every ton 
so applied. 

7. I think one of the biggest mis- 
takes Farmer Jones made was in buy- 
ing on a credit what he ought to have 
produced 6n his farm. Indeed, in my 
judgement, a farmer should form the 
habit—based on well-earned ability .to 
do it—of “paying as you go,” buying on 
a credit only in case of an emergency 
he could not foresee—such as the loss 
of two or three mules by a fatal epi- 
demic; and even such a contingency 
might have been anticipated by an in- 
surance policy. : 

g. A very common error all the Farmer 
Joneses are guilty of is the planting of 
more or less land every year that does 
not produce enough to pay for the 
labor of mules and men employed to 
make the crop, to say nothing of other 
expenses. Be 

It would be easy work to fill col- 
umns with recounting mistakes and 
errors that are committed every year 
by the farmers of Farmer Jones’ class. 
Not every individual of the Jones fam- 
ily commits every error (I hq not), 
but there are probably but fe who 
avoid them ali—and they must feel 
“mighty lonesome.” Now, I am not 
railing or scolding. It would be a case 
of “pot calling the kettle black,” were 
I to do so, for I used to do a number 
of such things myself, years ago, and 
fear I would be “caught in the very 
act” of committing some of the same 
faults were I to again follow the busi- 
ness of farming. The plain truth is we 
are all guilty—more or less, and the ex- 
hortation is to all, “Let’s do better this 
year.”

Look Out for the Orris Man. 

Gineseng is not in it anv more. It 
is orris rootthatisto make the fort- 
une of all the southern farmers who 
buy the roots from the promoters and 
plant them. A possible profit of $25,- 
000. an acre they kindly divide by ten 
and say that a profit of $2,500 is a 
pretty sure thing when the roots are 
sold at 5 cents each. : 

But inasmuch as I buy the fresh 
roots of Iris Florentina, which, when 
dried and pared, is the, orris sold in 
the shops, for $4 per 1,000, I cannot 
see how the growers are to get 5 cents 
each for them. 

This thing was started years ago, 
and I supposed had dropped out. But 
they have a company now that wants 
to supply the farmers with the roots 
for planting, and they admit that for 
years to come the money will be made 
from gelling the roots to planters, 
just as the ginseng people have made 
their money. 

Now, it is not plain that if there 
was such profit in growing orris these 
people would quietly make the profit 
and say nothing about it, and would 
not try to get everybody to growing 
it and ruin their market? Evidently 
the company expects to make its money 
from the farmers they persaude to 
plant the roots at fancy prices. 

Better stick to cotton, corn and po- 
tatoes and let the Italians grow the 
orris. Ofrris the dried root of Iris 
Florentina though sometimes. the 
rhiomes of Orris pallida and Germani- 
ca are used. Orris root was formerly 
used in medicine, but is now, almost 
entirely disusea, and is only used in 
perfumery for its violet odor.—Profes- 
sor Massey, in The Progressive 
Farmer.

since the young people of today will. 
be the grown-up people of tomorrow, 
Wwe feel that we cannot do a better 
thing for our Progressive Farmer boys’ 
than to call their attention to one line 
of farming which hag been all too 
senerally neglected in the south. We 
refer to live stock raising. 

Of course, all farms have mofe or 
less Tive stock on them, but what we 
mean is this: Most farmers in the 
south do not keep as many farm ani- 
als as they should; they do not keep 
animals of the best eanitiy. and they 
do net care and look after and love 
their animals as they should. 

Too Many farmers think that they 
need nwo other stock than the mules 
they must have to tend their crops, a 
cow or twa to furnish milk, two or 
three hogs to. kill and a little flock of 
poultry. Now, we believe that this is 
a wrong idea. Let ug tell you why. 

In the first place, you know you 
must have good land if you make good 
croyvs, Well, it is a matter of com- 
mon experience—a fact proved too of- 
ten to be successfully questioned—that 
it is easier to keep: land good, or to 
make it good, when a large part of 
the crops are fed to livesstock than 
when they are sold off. If you feed 
your grain and hay to cattle and sell 
ths milk and butter, you take ‘less 
from your land than if you sold the 
hay and grain. 

Again, if you raise cotton to sell to 
buy meat ana lard, your only chance 
to Sei a profit is on the cotton. You 
Must pay a profit to the man who 
raised the hog, to the man who killed 
it, to al? the men who handled it be- 
fore you beught it. When you raise 
the hog yourself you get all these 
profits yourself, 

Once again, if you 
Work stcck, you 
work and do 


have plenty’ of 
can do better farm 
| it easier and quicker 
than if you lack team force. It ig 
Cheaper to plow with three horses 
than with one. 

Other reasons might be given why 
more live stock are needed on south- 
ern farms, but these ought to be 
enoug?:, When the boys who read this 
Brow up and begin farming for them- 
Selves ws want them to remember this 
one point: The farmer who keeps 
Plenty of good live stock can do his 
werk easier and better, can get a 
bigger profit out. of the crops he 
srows, and can improve hig land at 
much less expense than can the man 
who does not. 

But it is not only more farm animals 
we need. We must have better ones. 
Go to any section where the farmers 
Keep pure-bred cattle or horses or 
hogs and see if you do not find better 
lands, better houses, better farming 
generally, than in those sections where 
they keep just any Olg kind of stock. 
You Know yourself, if you have a 
colt, a calf, a pig or a chicken that it 
is little better than the common run— 
one that you would be proud to take 
to your county fair, let us say—that 
you take more pride in and get more 
satisfaction out of his one animal than 
you would out of two or three scrubs. 
When you go to raising live stock, get 
good stock. There is more money in 
that kind and more satisfaction. 

Remember this, though: Even if 
you were able to buy the highest- 
priced animals in your state, unless 
you know how to feed and care for 
them, and unless you had interest in 
ang feling for them, they would not 
retain their good looks ang their use- 
fulness long. It takes good care and 
good feding to make good animals, 
or to keep them good; and the boy 
who expects to be a stockman cannot 
begin too early to find out about the 
stock on his farm, to learn how to 
feed them, the sore of care they need, 
what they like and dislike, and all 
such things. One who is not king to 
his animals will not make a success 
with them. 

Live-stock farming is the highest 
type of farming, the one calling for 
the most care on the part of the 
farmer, ang the one yielding the 
greatest returns. It is very unfort- 
unate that it has been so neglected 
in the south, for theré is certainly no 
better place for it. Therefore, we are 
making this appeal to the boys who 
have ambition and energy and who 
expect to do the very best work and 

t the very best rewards, that they 
Beain early in life to learn all they 
can about farm animals and how to 
care for them. No line of farm work 
will pay them better.—The Progressive

Dee M., Midlothian, Texas.—-As I See 
there is a right smart said in The Cen- 
stitution about sowing oats in open 
furrow, I want to know what they 
open the furrow with? Thanking you 
in advance for an answer through The 
Constitution. ' 

Answer—tThe ‘“‘open furrow” is made 
by the plow hoe, or share, attached to 
the planter which sows the oats and 
fertilizer, which is usually a 6-inch 
straight shovel. There are several 
makes of these oat seeders. Gantt 
Manufacturing Compeny, Macon, Ga., 
and Carmical Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Union City, Ga., are two of 
them. Price abou%& $9 or $19.

2. What make of drill will best 
make the “open furrow’ for oats; how 
wide apart will be the furrows; how 
deep, to be pulled by two horses, do 
you recommend? 

3S. What oat drill, for one horse, for 
drilling one furrow at a time, do you 
recommend, and the approximate cost 
of this drill? 

4. What one-horse drill with fertil- 
izer distributor attached for drilling 
in tne “open furrow,’ drilling in the 
oats only in one furrow at a time, do 
you recommend, and the approximate 
cost of this implement? 

5. How wide apart and how deep 
do you recommend the open furrows 
to be made in lands of this part of the 
state (Brooks county)? Now, my dear 
sir, I do not ask this for publication, 
but ask that you do me the great kind- 
ness to reply by mail, as the time is 
short. I must tell you that I last year, 
like the rest of the farmers that plant- 
ed cats in a similar manner used by 
myself, made a comparative failure in 
oats. My method was this: I broke up 
the land with a two-horse plow, har- 
rowed it well, and planted oats with a 
two-horse plow, eight-disc “Hoosier 
drill.” That is the way “not to do it.” 
I have used this method for years; it is 
a failure. 

It is too late, now, to buy an ex- 
pensive two-horse “open-furrow” dyill, 
I think, and I desire to- buy an oat 
drill that will drill only one open 
furrow at a time, without the fertilizer 
attachment, or with the fertilizer dis- 
tributor attachment. 

Answer—1. I have no available print- 
ed matter on the “open-furrow” plan 
of sowing oats, all having been ex- 
hausted. You may get a copy of “Press 
Bulletin No. 45,"" prepared and publish- 
ed by me, on application to M. V. 
Calvin, Experiment, Ga. . 

® I found the one-horse,; one-furro 
oat and fertilizer drill made by Gantt 
Manufacturing Company, Macon, Ga., 
most satisfactory. They made this drill 
at my suggestion. You may make the 
furrows any width you please, but 16 
inches is the preferred width. Cost, $9

BROOMCORN CULTURE, 

S. E. Halimark, Mount Hope, Ala.— 
I am a subscriber to The Constitution, 
and would like to know what sol) is 
best suited for broomcarn and whi 
kind of fertilizer. Also best time for 
planting and how to cultivate, and 
would like to know where the broom 
factories are located in the state of 
Alabama. 


Answer—Broomcorn is not particu- J "oy 


lar in regard to the character or kind 
of soil, just so [ft is productive. Be: 
jonging as it does to the sorghum 
genus, it will thrive wherever other 
species of sorghum would thrive. It 
will succeed wherever corn does well, 
but the soil must be capable of pro- 
ducing not less than, say 30 bushels 
of corn per acre. It does finely on 
bottom lands, and may be planted 
much thicker. Another desiratum is 
that the land should be as uniform in 
quality and productiveness as practi- 
in order to secure a uniform 
product. The same manures are re- 
quired as for corn or sorghum cane, 
Say a fertilizer analyzing 8&—4—1,60 
or 9—4,50—2.00, or 10—5—2. 

Plant about same time you would 
Plant sorghum cane, or about three 
weeks later than corn planting time. 
Prepare as for carn by bedd ng on 
the fertilizer in 3%-foot rows. Two. 
‘quarts of clean seed are sufficient for 
vVNe acre, sowing the seed continu- 
ously along the shallow furrow and 
covering about one inch. Cultivate 
every ten or fifteen days with sweep 
or cultivator, as you should corn. Send 
to Hon, James Wilson, secretary of ag- 
riculture, Washington, D. C., for co y 
of Farmers’ Bulletin No. 174, n 
Broomcorn. I do not know the loca- 
ti0n of a single broom factory in Ala- 
bama. The merchants who sel] brooms 
should be prepared to give names and 
addresses of broom factories.

I should 
have said yiat the plants should be 
thinned to three or four inches apart.’

RAW PHOSPHATE V. ACID PHOS- 
PHATE. 


Ww. T Gz. Quitman, Ga.—Several 
Practical and successful] farmers near 
here have said, after one and two 
years’ trial of using raw phosphate, 
that it made as goo cotton) or better 
than where they used the ‘aciq phog- 
phate, and that they intended to use 
it, the Taw phosphate, in 1912 under 
cotton, in reference to acid phosphate. 

To me this seems ridiculous. I have 
aever used any but acid phosphate. 

What is your opinion as to the -ad- 
Visability of using raw phosphate un- 
der cotton? 

I am also told that in some of the 
middle states raw phosphate has been 
used with gooq results, as good re- 
sults as the acid phosphate. ; 

Have you any reliable reports show- 
ing the results of using the raw phos- 
phate, as compared with the acid 
phosphates? 

You know the character of our soil 
in Brooks county. Would you advise 
the use of raw or acid phosphate, and 
why? 

Please answer by mail as soon as 
you can. 

Answer— W hile director of the 
Georgia station I caused to be made 
certain tests of Florida soft phos- 
phate (“Floats”). The experiments 
with cowpeas gave somewhat favora- 
ble results the first year, but were 
unsatisfactory—on different sections 
of soil—the following year. In 1892 
the test was made on cotton. 
soil was a comparatively thin, 
surface, with yellow clay 
Against 468 pounds of acid phosphate 
per acre in one set of plants, there 
were used 468, 624-and 82 pounds of 
“soft phosphate” per acre, and in-ev- 
ery Plat the same amounts of muriate 
(36 pounds) and nitrate of 
soda (130 pounds.) It was an unfa- 
vorable year for fertilizers on that 
soil, and there was actual loss re- 
sulting on each of the plats, as fol- 
lows: The acid phosphate plats, $1.31 
per acre; the soft phosphate plats, 
with 468 pounds soft. phosphate per 
acre, $5.46; with 624 pounds, $6.89; 
with 832 pounds, $6.71 per acre.

have cost $12 per i  ton—inelu 
freight from Jacksonville, Fla. 
chemist reported -that the soft phos- 
phate analyzed 16.03 per cent of in- 
soluble and 0.19 ver cent reverted. 

The “conclusions” reached in regard 
to the above experiment wrere as fol- 
lows:

Conclusions. 
. This experiment shows that the 
Florida soft phosphate, furnished to 
this station by the manufacturers 
thereof, is not in sufficiently soluble 
and available condition to answer the 
demands of a cotton crop. 

2. That Florida soft phosphate 
eannot take the place of acid phos- 
phate in compounding a fertilizer on 
this land. Py 

Send to the director‘ of Maryland 
experiment station (H. J. Patterson, 
College Park, Md.), and Director C. 
Thorne, Wooster, Ohio, and Director 
A. Goss, Lafayette, Ind., for bulletins 
giving results of tests of raw phos- 
phate (same as soft phosphate). 

I think you will find that most, if 
not all, of the favorable results of its 
use involved the application of it in 
connection with stable manure some 
time in advance of planting. 

Personally I would not risk substi- 
tuting raw phosphate for acid phos- 
phate on a large scale, but I would 
test it thoroughly first on compara- 
tively small areas. 
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GROUND PHOSPHATE ROCK. 

<.- F. Wodall, Woodland, Ga.—The 
enclosed will explain in part what I 
wish to know. What do you think of 
this ground phosphate? Any sugges- 
tions from you wil be highly apre- 
iated. ; : 
: Answer—I am not prepared, from 
the results of personal experience, to 
advise the substitution of ground 
phosphate rock for acid phosphate. — [ 
have had no experience with it since 
1893, and the article then used was 
Florida soft phosphate, analyzing 
16.0 per cent of phosphate acid, prac- 
tically all of it insoluble. Since then 
geveral experiment stations have re- 
ported quite favorable results when 
the ground phosphate was either 
applied very early—long before 
planting—-and in a soil. well supplied 
with humus, or composted with stable 
manure a _ considerable time before 
planting. Gee bulletin published_ by 
Maryland experiment station (Col- 
lege Park, Md), Onio (Wooster, 
Ohio), and Indiana (Lafayette, Ind.) 
For quick or immediate results am 
not prepared to recommend the use of 
ground or raw phosphate. Try Pm.

STUMP-SUCKING COLT. 

B. R. S., Newberry, S. c.—I have a 
very fine colt and am afraid he is 
going to be a stump-sucker. I have 
seen him in his stable sucking the 
trough and holding on real tight. He 
is only 18 months old. Will you please 
tell me through The Constitution what 
will brcak him? I will apreciate your 
kindness ever so much. 

Answer—There are two varieties of 
this vice—for that is what it usually 
is—viz.: Wind-sucking and crib-bit- 
ing. In some cases, however, the 
habit originates or is induced by @ de- 
ranged condition of the stomach. I 
would first give attention to the lat- 
ter condition if it exists. Give the 
colt about 1 to 1% pints of raw lin- 
seed oil] at a dose. Keep a lump @ 
rock salt in the manger, feed on the 
best food and give regular, light work, 
If the colt persists in the habit you 
may, as some do, put a muzzle on his 
nose when not feeding or working.

Richeson in Court Today. 

Richeson is expected to appear in 
court late tomorrow afternoon and 
ask to be permitted to change his 
former plea and be adjudged guilty of 
murder. Whether Judge George A. 
Sanderson and District Attormey Pel- 
letier will accept this change, or will 
put aside the confession for future 
consideration in order that the regu- 
lar procedure may be followed and a 
jury called upon to pronounce the 
verdict was not announced tonight. 

Richeson learned today from the 
papers that his confession was known 
throughout.the land, but while he 
read the various accounts, he made 
no comment upon them. He passed 
a quiet day. Even his counsel did not 
visit him. While the confession was 
known today to every member of the 
Immanuel Baptist church in Cam- 
bridge, over which he was presiding 
as pastor when arrested, it received 
no mention in anv of tlre services. 
Mr. Richeson’s resignation pastor 
was accepted several weeks -ago, al- 
though his statement that he was 
then “strong in the thought of inno- 
cence” caused many of his staunch- 
est supporters at that time to vote 
against acceptance. 

Richeson’s confession, 
lic vesterday, was bare of details. It 
is understood, however, that he en- 
larged on it in conversation and pos- 
sibly in writing, to his counsel and 
that the district attorney is now in 
possession of most of the informatioa 
which has come to the defense. 

Richeson’s Amplified Confession. 

While no person can be quoted as 
responsible for it, the statement is 
made on high authority that RPRiche- 
son’s amplified confession to his coun- 
se] was on the following lines: 

After purchasing a quantity of cyan- 
ide of potassium from William Hahn, 
a Newton Center druggist, on October 
10. the minister took the poison: to 
his rooms in Cambridge. A few days 
later he borrowed from Mrs. Frank H. 
Carter, in whose home he was a lodger 
an earthenwere mixing bowl, “to make 
some book paste.’”’ 

Returning the bow] to Mrs. Carter an 
hour or two later, he warned her to 
be sure and wash it out thoroughly, 
saying “I have been mixing poison in 
ie: 

It was in this bowl, and at this time, 
it is said, that the minister, by mixing 
the evanide of potassium with flour 
and water, made the capsule which 
ultimately caused Miss Linnell's death. 
This was Thursday, October 12.

It 
lies wholly with the court to accept or 
reject the expected plea and his de- 
cision is awaited with much interest. 

If the plea of guilty is accepted, scnu- 
tence may be imposed immediately, or 
Richeson may be remanded to jail to 
await sentence Jater, or both court and 
district attorney may refuse to ac- 
cept the change of plea and may send 
the prisoner back to jail to await 
trial by jury a week from tomorrow.
